RUSSIA URGES 
DISARMAMENT 
INDEPENDENT 
OF SECURITY 


Problems of National 
Safety. 


Defeats Russian Plan for 
January Meeting — Ses- 
sion in March.

GENEVA, Dec. 3.—A resolution 


declaring that disarmament should 
not be made dependable on security 
was introduced at today’s session 
of the Preparatory Disarmament 
Commission by Maxim Litv‘aoff, 
head of the Russian delegation. 
He asked that the next meeting 
be held about Jan. 10 to continue 
the work of preparation for a dis- 
armament conference under League 


of Nations auspices. 

The preparatory commission 14- 
journed after soviet Russia had 
suffered a defeat in selection of 
the date for the next meeting. The 
commission put the date off until 
March 165. 

Russia, however, will not bolt 
the disarmament discussions. 

“Certainly we shall return to 
Geneva for the next disarmament 
meeting on March 15,” Létvinoff 
said in response to a question 
about the soviet attitude. “We 
have said we shall always attend 
meetings which promise to bring 
about disarmament.

That the commission consist- 
ently had fololwed a policy of 
approving the recommendations 
of its engineers, concerning the 
detafls of route locations. That 
the additional cost of the west 
route would not comply with the 
requirement that changes in 
route .must be jin the interest of 
economy and directness of rout- 
ing. 

Postponement Refused. 

Requests of supporters of the 
west route for a postponement to 
give them an opportunity to com- 
bat estimates on which the State 
Highway Department engineerr 
recommended the east route, were 
denied yesterday, when the commis- 
sion took up the hearing on the 
routing controversy.

The most important provision, however, concerned 
valuation; for the franchise contemplated that, at the 
end of 20 years, the city would take over the rail- 
Ways. ‘The base valyation was fixed at $51.000,000, 
to be increased only by money actually expended in 
the property. A fixed return was agreed upon, and 
the city was to receive 55 per cent of any surplus 
above that return. 

In 1925 Mayor Dever, true to the spirit of the fran- 
chise, proposed to Chicago that the city take over 
the railways. The city had accumulated as ‘its share 
of the profits some $50,000,000, and this lay in the 
treasury to apply on the purchase. In the mean 
time, however, the company’s valuation had been 
boosted from $51,000,000 to $165,000,000, the latter fig- 
ure admittedly including the value of propérty long 
since discarded as worn out or obsolete. Chicago, 
scenting the strong aroma of dead horse in the $165,- 
000.000 figure, voted down the proposal. 

St. Louis understands Chicago’s transportation 
troubles, for they have their counterpart here. We 
have seen the contro] of fares and service trans- 
ferred from the city to the State commission. We 
have a -cent clause in the franchise which is as 
dead as King Tut. St. Louis knows about valuation, 
too, for there is an action pending in Federal court 
by which our street railways seek to inflate their 
valuation to the staggering sum of $100,000,000. 
Chicago is at the crossroads. Its street cars, since 
the recent expiration of the franchise, are running on 
60-day permits. Its transportation system is wholly 
inadequate for the city’s requirements. It needs S5ub- 
ways and co-ordination of busses, strect cars and 
elevated lines. But Chicago, by its 1907 franthise, 
has got itself into a mess, and some of its experts 
think it can only be extricated by the purchase of 
street railways, dead horses and all. They think that 
is the cheapes* wa, out of it in the long run. 

St. Loyis, too, is at the crossroads because, although 
its street railways franchises have still 12 years to 
run, the Public Service Company has forced the is- 
sue by demanding a 30-year franchise. This 30-year 
franchise, if granted, would not only make a specula- 
tive holiday for a group of financiers, but it would tie 
the city up for a generation with an inadequate sur- 
face transportation system. Before we take such a 
step, let us consider Chicago.

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THE GAME STORAGE LAW. 


Missouri's law against storing wild game in a com- 
mercial establishment was a necessary defense against 


men after many years of experience. 

There is no question, and never has been any, that 
the law means precisely what it says. Mr. Schweit- 
zer, the Prosecuting Attorney, is quibbling when he 
justifies such storage upon the score that it was 
being kept for friends. If the State Game Depart 
ment cannot get any more serious consideration than 
this in its effort to enforce the law and preserve 
the game the prohibition would just as well be strick- 
en from the statutes and the bootlegging of game in 
commercial establishments resumed under this time- 
worn pretense. 

It is undeniable that some hardship is worked 
upon innocents by such a law, but that ts the case 
with many good laws.

The purpose of this provision of the law is obvious. 
It is to protect interested property holders against 
just such violation of the zoning regulations as has 
occurred in this instance.

But 
even if no injurious consequences are involved, may 
a lawyer in private practice presume to advisé a 
client to proceed contrary to law simply because he

the law must be observed and because he doubts the 
constitutionality of the law? 

If a lawyer in private practice is ethically and legal. 
ly within his rights in so advising a: client, then 
every lawyer in private practice is a legislator or a 
court, or both. And when a law has been pronounced 
constitutional by the United States Supreme Court, as 
the zoning law has been, the assumption of Mr. Krat- 
ky seems amazingly audacious and quite indefensible. 

The law, surely, applies to lawyers and laymen 
alike. Anyhow, that is the popular impression. If 
that impression is correct no lawyer enjoys a special 
immunity by which he may properly advise a client 
to break the law. If Mr. Kratky’s explanation of his 
professional conduct is competent our lawyers are 
a super-governing class that may at their option 
evade an essential provision of a law and actually 
strike down the whole intent of a law.

MISSIONS AND HOME SLUMs.

HEN Dr. John Clark Archer of the 

Yale Divinity School suggests the 
abandonment of foreign: missionary effort 
and the substitution of a world league of 
religions. in which missionary rivalry would 
cease, one is abruptly conscious of how far 
the wheel has turned. The nineteenth and 
the twentieth centuries present, few more 
Striking contrasts than in the fading of the 
missionary spirit—a failure of .that pas- 
sionate enthusiasm which led people to civ- 
ilize the heathen at the utter ends of the 
earth and expend themselves in the service 
of an ideal which today se@ms so often to 
have turned either.to dust or*to improved 
sanitation. Of course, even in the nine- 
teenth century the irreverent did not fail 
to gibe at an effort which seemed to re- 
member South Sea Islanders (why were 
quite well enough off already) at the price 
of forgetting the slums around the corner. 
but the logical gibe fetf flat against a fervor 
which could never. have been a matter of 
logic. The Protestant missions spread 
through all the new continents tn a wave 
like that which carried the Catholic propa. 
ganda in the galleons of the sixteenth cen- 
tury. while the mission-boxes at home were 
regularly Willed with a piety that was only 
a& part of the great Spiritual adventurous- 
ness of the age.

“For college purposes excellence in teach- 
ing is the main thing,” he declared. “Il de- 
plore the wasted energy of men who under 
extrinsic pressure, attempt research though 
they have no-gift:for it. But if a man has, 
in addition to teaching ability, the gift of 
research—if he has really, in the Iintellec- 
tual domain, the adventurous spirit) of the 
pioneer, if he combines wide-ranging’ tmag- 
ination and infinite patience—then that gift 
is to be cultivated as a precious thing: 
precious not only because of the inherent 
value of its results, but precious because, 
if rightly utilized in connection with his 
teaching, it may vivify that teaching to the 


highest degree.” 


That is both a just appreelation of the 
value of research, and a quiet warning 
against a present tendency to ride it as a 
fad in higher Institutions of tearning. It 
is well to bear in mind that the gift -of 
teaching and the gift of research are two 
distinct kinds of capacity. neither exclu- 
sive of the other, but not always found to- 
gether.

OF FARMERS IN MEXICO 


U. S. Ambassador and President 
Calles on Tour of Inspection 
of Several States.

TRAIN, CELAYA, Mexico, Dec. 2 


— Ambassador Dwight W. Morrow, 
former member of one of the 
world’s largest banking concerns. 
yesterday held a conference with a 
group of Indian farmers who are 
directors of a small experimental 
co-operative agricultural land 
bank. 

Morrow is on a two weeks’ tour 
with President Calles to inspect 


agricultural schools and irrigation 
and other development projects in 
Northern Mexico. He visited the 
Guanajuato State Agricultural 
School at Celaya and an irrigation 
project near the school. All three 
institutions were fostered and de- 
veloped under the auspices of the 
Federal Government as part of the 
Calles program for agricultural de- 
velopment. 

Morrow congratulated the In- 
dian directors of the Celaya bank 
for their work. The directors, 
wearing-big straw sombreros and 
dressed in their native costumes, 
gathered around Calles and Mor- 
row to describe to them with mani- 
fect pride the operations of their 
institution. 

The bank has been in operation 
slightly more than a year. It got 
its original capital from the Fed- 
eral Government, but the farmer 
members already have begun to 
buy stock for themselves and they 
believe that within another year 
the entire capital of 400,000 pesos 
(about $200,000) will be owned en- 
tirely by the farmers of the vicin- 
ity. More than 6000 farmers have 
borrowed money from the bank to 
finance their farming operations 
and all loans have been repaid. 
The bank also aids in marketing 
crops and purchasing agricultural 
equipment.
